French Vine Growers Find They De- 
‘rive No Benefit From Metal 
Rods They Erected. | 

The vine-growing region of the Gt- 
ronde,. in France, has been quite ex- 
tensively equipped in recent years 
with tall metal rods, similar to light- 
Ring rods, known as paragreles or 
“electrie Niagaras.” and alleged to af- 
ford protection from. bailstorms, A 
Careful* study of the functioning of 
these rads has recently been published 
by M. &. Courty of the Unalversity of 
Bordeaux. The statistics presented 
show that numerous hailstorms have 
occurred in the vicinity of nearly all 
the. rods. Moreover, according to M. 
Courty, there bas been no obvious 
change in the character of these - 
storms since the erection of the rods. | 
His usticte points out some of the: 
principal reasons for the erroneous ; 
conclusions that others bave drawn in 
favor of them; for example, the fact 
that, normally, only one thunderstorm 
tn five is attended by hall; that the: 
area over which hal} falla is normally | 
very small in comparison with that 
covered by the thunderstorm, and hail’ 
tends to occur {n. scattered patches or | 
narrow bands; and, lastly, that a dis- . 
trict in which hall has fallen for two 
or three years fn succession often re- 
mains free from hal! for years, re- 
gardiess of the installation of hall!-pro- 
tecting devices.

TURKS’ “FEAST OF BAIRAM” 


Day That Ils Observed by Moslem Cor. 
responds With the Christmas 
of the Christians, 

The Turk takes bis pleasures pretty 
sadly; about the only time he publicly 
telaxes is during the feat of Batrat, 
which in the way of gift giving, feast- 
{ng and good will to man corresponds 
to our Christmas. On that day every 
good Moslem kills a lamb, its fleece 
dyed a bright orange with gold or sil- 
ver leaf, says the Christian Science 
Monitor, 

When the lamb has been sacrificed 
on the morning of the festival, its 
flesh ls divided into three portions, one 
belng given to the poor, another to rel- 
atives, the third being kept for the 
household. On that day the sultan 
goes to the mosque whieh Is nearest 
the ¥ildizs Kiosk—the vast assemblage 
of buildings which go to make up the 
imperial residence—thousands collect 
to watch the bent, frock coated, yel- 
tow faced, blackeyed, red fezzed Uttle 
man driven sadly by, (a a plain black 
barouche; followed by regiments of 
cavalry, infantry and marines; also—a 
quaint custom—by a half-dozen led 
horses—beautiful, graceful Arabians. 

The month-long fast of Ramazan 
is held by the Moslem to be a divine 
institution. Its observance is strictly 
enjoined on all true believers over the 
age of fourten, invalids and travelers 
only excepted. Ramazan is held in the 
ninth month of the Mohammedan year. 
The Moslem year being lunar, Rama- 
zan makes in the course of time the 
round of the seasons. 
the winter days, from sunrise to sun- 
set, the prous Mohammedan does not 
take a bit of food or sup of drink; 
he also abstains entirely from coffee, 
tobaeco and sweets. But the moment 
the echoes of the sunset gun have 
died he is at liberty to break hile fast.

dreds of thousands of American youths’ 
and milliona more of their allies would’ 
have been called upon to pay the su- 
preme sacrifice, 

That they were not forced to give 
their Hiveg is [np no smal! measure due 


‘to our government's preparations to 


crush the: enemy. completely. The 1n- 
dustry aswell as the man power of 
the nation was called into the govern- 
ment service, and a great war machine 
was crented which the German gener:! 
staff saw meant complete annihilation 
for thelr forees if they fought on, so 
they quit. . 

Theee were in France when the urm- 
istlee was signed, 2,002,175 officers ant 
men wearing the United States unt- 
forma. Tn the states there were move 
than 1.500,000 mere in training or 
awnithng shipment overseas, This 
netay had 1,500,000 rifles and 429,000,- 
(00 ronnds of aminunitlon in France 
when the armistice was signed, There 
were 221,000,000 additional rounds on 
houts en route fo France at this time, 
These figures do not deal in anything 
but infantry equipment, 

Smokeless powder was being deliv: 
ered at the rate of 4.800000 pounds a 
week and high explosives at the rate 
of 6.900.009 pounds. We had on hand 
when the war closed, 439 téns of mus- 
tard gus, enough (6 lone 419,000 shells; 
O54 tons of pheszene, 511 tons of 
chlovanierin, 66U tens of white phos- 
phorous for incendiary bombs, 903 
tons of tnnnie tetrachloride, and 163 
tons of titanium tetrachloride, We had 
enough gas to smother the German 
army. On the defensive side the gov- 
ernment had developed the best gas 
mask known, and had produced 5,087,- 
600 of them. 

We ‘had built 2,010 ten-ton caterpil- 
lar tractors and 1,586 15-ton machines 
for hauling great guns. There were 
15,000 more of these under construc- 
tion when the war ended. They had 


demonstrated their ability to ‘drag the 
heaviest mortars, howitzers and ‘rifles 
over any terrain, no matter how badly 
cut up or how wet.

equipped with two Ford engines, 
would have been:on the front line by 
the time the Victory: Liberty lonn is to 
be floated.

SAVES WASTAGE OF LIGHT 


Device That Automatically Turns Off 
Power Has Been Found to Be 
of Real Value. 

One of the considerable sources «of 
fuel waste Is the unnecessary burning | 
of electric lights. A large percentug« 
of lights are used chiefly for limited 
periods, as for. instapce in cloak 
rooms, They are turned on and they 
heedlessly left burning. Thus we are 
constantly recommended to shut off 
needless lights as a matter of national 
saving. 

An {nvention designed to remedy 
this condition Is the work of J. kb. 
Lewis of New York. By pushing « 
button the ght ts turned on and glows 
for 9 predetermined period—say, five 
or ten minutes—and then is aute- 
matically cut off. The device has been 
tested and found practical and seeni~ 
useful In the way of checking electric 
light waste. 


! Marine Firefties. 

The bay of Toyama, Japan, ts the 
seene of a peculiar phenomenon that 
-occurs. ench year in April aod May. 
The cause of {it is an almost Hoiitless 
swarm of cuttlefish that shine like 
glowworns. 

' The fish are tiny, says a writer in 
the Boston Transcript, and when they 
meet with anything objectionable they 
emit a wonderful display of phos- 
phorescence. Every spring the coast« 
of Toyama swarm with these little 
creatures, and fishermen go out with 
specia} nets to catch them. 

+ When caught in the meshes the fish 
emit their Nght and cause the nets to 
sparkle asf charged with etectricily. 
The people regard the sight ag won- 
derful, and rush in great excitement 
to see it. Pleasure boats are in de- 

‘ mand on those occasions, and it Is 1 
favorite courtesy to invite a friend 
to an evening of entertainment in 
watching the sparkling cuttlefish. 


Precious Sait. 

What is known as “radium” {8 # 

radium salt, usually either radiam 
bromide or radium chloride, some- 
times radium sulphate. Tiny grains 
of these salts are extremely precious 
and are usually seated up In little glass 
bulbs. 
*rhe radium in one of the first bulbs 
that were received {n London had a 
curious history. A physician in Port- 
fand place was applying the bulb to a 
patient when he accidentally let it fat, 
and a nioment after crushed it under 
his foot. The value of the radium to 
the physician was very great. He re- 
moved his boots from his feet and cut 
out a square of his valuable carpet. 
He had boots and carpet burned, and 
out of the ashes refined the original 
radium salt, 


Log 20,000 Yeara Old. 

Not so long age a workman, 81 feet 
Selow the surface of Broadway. near 
Pine street, In New York city, found 
n piece of cedar wood that certainly 
presented a remarkable discovery. The 
wood was uncovered in excavating for 
the foundation of a big office building. 
It was a part of the trunk of a large 
eedar tree that grew .at least 10,000 
years ago, and more probably 20,000 
years ago! 

The wood was within a foot of bed- 
rock, and {t was covered with .80 feet 
of bowlder clay and glacial drift, which 
showed. that the tree from which it 
came must have flourished before the 
last great age of Ice,
